He «ayi: I 
lave received information from all of the prin- 
cipal tribes from the Chiieat river to Fort 
Wrangel and everywhere the, Indians are at 
peace among themselves and show every dispo- 
jtion to remain on good teims with the white 
nhabilants. He has arranged at Srtka a con- 
cieuce between delegations of Kootznas and 
Slicker Indians and hopes to settle amicably 
a long standing dispute between them. .Since 
his last report only two Indians had bcei pun 
shed for drunkenness. No hrjochenis is now 
made "In Sitka by whites or Indians the traders 
laving kept good failb on their ngiccment 
not to 
sell 
roolMses 
or 
cheap sugar 


for'TSe ourpose nf distillation. 
Having depriv- 


ed the Indians of their occupation in winter by 
breaking up their slills. Commander Glass 
«ought to intercut them in habits of industry. 
He gives a detailed account of his experiments 
in Ihis direction. First taking an accurate 
census of tbe population Ibe native police was 
informed and each roan placed in cha/ge of a 
certain pottion of the village. The village 
itself was nextcleaiel and thoroughly drained 
and houses whitewashed and put in order. The 
hest results, he say., have followed this as 
shown in the improved appearance of the In 
dians and their manifest industry in making 
wood carvings 
All children of a proper age 


have been enrolled and their attendance at school 
is comp-llcd. One hundred and fifty children 
are now in dairy "attendance, while the number 
of adults, some as old as 40 or 50 yean, are 
voluntarily attending.

It often seems a mystery to the unso- 


phisticated foreigner bow it is possible 
for such a multitude of newspapers to exist 
in Paris. The solution of the problem is 
that each important 
and unimportant 


banking and financial establishment owns 
or at least pays a subvention lo some jour 
nal, in return for which it controls the 
stock market article and has a right to a 
certain amount leclattu. The inconven- 
ience of this system is obvious : the writ- 
ers and editors do not enjoy full liberty of 
action. An incident which occurred a few 
days ago in the editorial' rooms of the 
Gaulois shows how impossible it is to 
serve two masters. On Saturday Mr. Ver> 
brouck, director of a banking establish- 
ment, president of the council of adminis- 
tration of the Gaulois, and proprietor of 
the majority of the shares of the journal, 
summoned a council and caused the revo- 
cation of the director of the journal, Mr. 
Arthur Meyer. Mr. Meyer refused to be 
revoked on the ground that the council 
was irregular, an1 shut himself up with his 
itatfin the editorial rooms. Siege was 
laid, and finally Mr Meyer had to yield. 
The old editorial staff followed iheir direc 
tor with a lew exceptions, and on Monday 
they founded a new journal, Le Clairon. 
The cause of the -difference was that the 
tendency of Mr. Meyer was to make 11 
Gaulois a royal organ, and Mr. Veibiouc 
the banker, finds that it is to his interest to 
have his organ Gambettist. The matter 
was brought before the tribunal of referees 
on Tuesday, and Mr. Me>er requested to 
be reinstated as director of the Gaulois. 
The tribunal refused, and so the banker 
remains victor in this struggle of the 
earthen pot against the iron pot.

tains and leave the valley (o receive the 
comfort of a bright sun-bath- Tbe grea 
drawback to the climate at this elevation 
is the extreme length ef Ihe niuters, al- 
though there is some compensation in the 
extreme comforts of the summers. 
The 


upper valley of the Arkinsas must sooner 
or later become a great summer resort for 
those who appreciate real comfort.
